He 
stated that the second highest 
item in the state b udget was 
welfare, "and this ties in with 
educational failures." 
An ex planation of the welfare 
tie-in with education was given 
b y the speaker through an asser­ 
tion 
that “the 
average 
child 
gets a good education in New 
York State." This education was 
purported to cost 2.5 per cent 
higher 
then 
the 
nex t 
highest 
state in the union — New Jer­ 
sey — and a third higher than 
California which statistics claim 
has the second b est educational 
sy stem in the country . Jacquith 
pointed out that the New York 
State sy stem is a “high priced 
sy stem developed for the middle 
class child, and is poor for handi­ 
capped children." He indicated 
that this is a major prob lem in 
the state and directly leads to 
the handicapped class failing in 
education and eventually b eing 
the ob jects of welfare ex istence. 
“Our sy stem just don’t teach 
some kids to read — they don’t 
learn to read early , well, and

Somerset, Pa.—C ertain politicos in W ashington 
would have the American people believe that the 
w ar on poverty and the w aste of natural resources 
has just begun. Actually, as the County of Som er­ 
set in this southeast corner of Pennsylvania goes 
to show, the w ar began a long time ago. It was 
being successfully waged in Pennsylvania on a 
local and state basis before the word “A ppalachia” 
jumped from the sociological texts to the front 
pages to serve as a blanket symbol of w ant and 
depredation. 
Congressman J. Irving Whalley, a Republican 
business man and physical fitness fan who has 
represented the 12th Pennsylvania D istrict 
in 
W ashington since 19 60, recalls how the drive to 
restore ravaged strip m ine lands began. N ext to 
the Somerset strip m ine capitalists themselves. 
Congressman W halley has been a hero of the 
dram a. He had been a Som erset County coal 
mine operator, a car dealer and a banker before 
his election to the Pennsylvania lower house at 
H arrisburg in 19 51, and he had watched w ith 
great interest as Charles Merrill and other local 
coal capitalists began after World W ar II to clean 
up the litter and the spoil banks left by strip 
mining 
The Pennsylvania law. in 19 51, required only 
the m erest sort of token backfilling of stripped 
coal lands. A believer in local and S tate responsi­ 
bility. W halley began to argue in H arrisburg for 
a comprehensive Pennsylvania State law to re­ 
quire the cyal companies to restore to original 
contours any land they had defaced in their m in­ 
ing activities. He recalls the day in 19 53 when 
seventeen Somerset County operator* cam e to 
his office in H arrisburg. Before they had left 
they had all signed a netition for legislation re­ 
quiring complete backfilling. The argum ent that

More recently, a crow of 50 people 
looked on stupidly from the shore near At­ 
lantic City, N. J., while two boys drowned 
and one man nearly drowned trying to 
save them. 
“Nobody did a thing, not a damn thing, 
to save that man and those boys,” said a 
gas station attendant who came on the 
scene and took a rowboat out to rescue the 
man. “They just stood there and watched 
those kids die.” 
And in Los Angeles the other day tw-o 
policemen appealed in vain for help from 
passing motorists as they dung desperately 
to a man who was trying to jump off a 
bridge. 
“We were hanging on for deer life,” said 
one of the officers, “ but they drove on like 
they didn’t want to get involved.” 
Nor should we forget what happened 
in Indianapolis a couple of y ears ago when 
a bleacher collapsed during the Memorial 
Day race.

Several Approaches Ute4 
Te Treat Regional IleitU

Q-—I have had t portion of my bowel removed 
because of Crohn’s disease. 
Is there any chance 
that the disease will come back? 
Is it

A—C rohn’* dlaea» e or regional ileitis is an in­ 
flammation of the small intestine (ileum i. 
The 
cause is not known. 
It is not a form of cancer. 
It often involves several short portions of the 
ileum with normal bowel in between. 
The vic­ 
tim has cram ping pains in the abdomen often ag­ 
gravated by eating, loose stools and loss of ap­ 
petite. 
About one-third of the victims recover spon­ 
taneously from an acute attack . 
In the rest, the 
disease becomes chronic and extends to involve 
an ever greater portion of the intestine. 
The treatm ent is not very satisfactory and 
several approaches m ust be used, 
with antispasm odic drugs and 
prevent loss of w'eight is im portant 
tims psychiatric care is necessary to remove emo­ 
tional factors that may be aggravating the dis­ 
ease. 
Antibiotics m ay be needed for the acute 
attack. 
Removal of the involved segm ent has been 
widely used, but because recurrences have been so 
common surgeons are now’ advocating an opening 
of the healthy bowel through the abdominal wall 
(ileostomy) to give the diseased portion a rest. 
Q— I am 56 y ears old tn d have been taking 
Enovid for several months. 
Are there any harm ­ 
ful results from taking this drug? 
A— Although too large a dosage may cause 
such side effects as headache and nausea, w hen 
taken in the prescribed am ount this drug can be 
safely taken for- prolonged periods.

A—This u a combination of dexamethasone, 
one of the cortisone group of drugs, with aspirin 
and alum inum hydroxide.
